Proposed  architects’  plans  for 
the  student  center  still  remain 
shrouded  in  secrecy  as  President 
Ernest  L.  Wilkinson  refuses  to 
release  information  on  the  build- 
ing. 

The  student  center,  which  is 
the  largest  proposed  building  for 
the  campus,  will  apparently  be 
built  on  the  present  site  of  the 
TOB’s.  Construction  is  sched- 
uled to  start  in  the  fall  of  1961, 
according  to  reliable  sources. 

RUMORS  ARE  that  the  new 
building  will  be  constructed  on 
the  brink  of  the  hill  sloping 
down  to  where  the  Wymount 
buildings  are  now.  There  will 
be  a main  portion,  plus  a center 
section  which  will  tower  above 
the  main  part. 

The  center  portion  will  have 
six  stories  with  a panorama 
room  on  top,  similar  to  the  one 
on  the  University  of  Utah  Union 
Bldg.  The  fifth  floor  (in  the  cen- 
ter, built-up  area)  will  house 
student  publications. 

RECREATION  areas  will  fill 
the  partly-underground  floor. 
Included  will  be  a bowling  alley. 
Reports  are  that  there  will  be 
an  entrance  to  the  center  by  the 
.recreation  area  and  a second 
entrance  at  the  top  of  the  hill. 

A ballroom,  conference  rooms 
and  studentbody  offices  will  be 
housed  in  the  building  too. 

Rumors  at  best  are  only  nebu- 
lous, however,  and  there  seem 
! too  few  cold  facts  available. 

ACCORDING  TO  unofficial 
: calculations,  there  should  be 
| about  $3  million  of  the  over  $6 
! million  needed  for  the  building 
! collected  from  student  funds. 
The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  will  pay  25 
per  cent  of  the  cost,  and  alumni 
and  community  contributions 


will  also  help  finance  the  build- 
ing. 

Since  1951  students  have  paid 
$10  a quarter  from  tuition  and 
fees  for  the  building.  By  Febru- 
ary 1959  about  $2>/j  milion  had 
accumulated  from  student  dona- 
tions. No  destiny  fund  money  is 
being  used,  President  Wilkinson 
has  reported.  It  has  been  said 
that  student  funds  collected  are 
now  drawing  about  $10,000  in- 
terest a month. 


Russia  Selects 
Younger  Men 
For  High  Posts 

MOSCOW,  May  5—  (UPI)— 
The  Soviet  Union  moved  young- 
er men  into  high  government 
and  Communist  Party  posts  to- 
day in  a massive  shakeup  that 
left  Nikita  S.  Khrushchev  still 
unchallenged  at  the  top. 

The  shuffle,  in  which  there 
were  some  expected  demotions, 
took  Frol  Kozlov  out  of  his  gov- 
ernment post  as  a First  Deputy 
Premier  and  catapulted  him  into 
a streamlined  Party  Secretariat 
of  seven  men — the  repository  of 
ultimate  power  in  the  Soviet 
Union. 

KOZLOV,  51,  visited  the  Unit- 
ed States  last  year. 

The  new  changes,  which  were 
decided  on  yesterday  in  parallel 
meetings  by  the  133-member 
party  central  committee  and  the 
presidium  of  the  Supreme  Sovi- 
et, were  viewed  by  political  ex- 
perts here  as  a resuffle  rather 
than  a purge.

Hearings  on  next  year’s  studentbody  budget  are  under- 
way. Craig  Christensen,  financial  vice  president-elect,  ex- 
pects to  submit  the  proposed  budget  to  the  ASBYU  Senate  in 
a couple  of  weeks. 


However,  some  senators  have  already  started  a little 
footwork.  Senator  John  Bingham  is  gathering  suggestions 
and  complaints  about  the  Daily  Universe,  especially  from  his 
colleagues.  The  newspaper  is  subsidized  by  the  studentbody 
budget. 


Last  year  the  Senate  budget  committee  got  out  of  hand, 
and  called  on  the  departments  to  prepare  - estimates  to  be 
given  directly  to  the  committee.  The  Supreme  Court  halted 
this  move,  telling  the  Senate  it  would  have  to  be  content  to 
considering  estimates  submitted  by  the  executive  depart- 
ment. After  submission,  each  item  could  be  checked,  but 
creation  of  the  budget  was  held  to  be  an  executive,  not  leg- 
islative, function. 


As  approved  by  the  Student  Senate,  the  1958-59  budget 
appropriated  $118,895.86.  However,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
gives  final  approval.  There  was  a time  when  student  leaders 
regularly  cut  in  half  the  funds  sought  by  forensics  depart- 
ment and  the  administration  regularly  reinstated  the  funds. 
Two  years  ago,  senators  completely  cut  off  the  marching  band 
appropriation,  but  this  did  not  last  long ! 


Another  item  of  interest  is  the  forthcoming  Senate  vote 
to  override  the  presidential  veto  of  the  IOC  bill. 


The  Senate  voted  to  make  the  IOC  subject  to  the  legis- 
lative and  judicial  departments  of  ASBYU,  but  made  it  in- 
dependent of  the  executive  branch.  Studentbody  President 
Rex  Lee  vetoed  the  bill,  calling  for  integration  of  IOC  into  all 
departments  of  student  government.  It  takes  a two-thirds 
vote  to  override  a veto.

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Gardening,  Golf  Fail  to 
Keep  Watts  from  Team

For  a man  who  likes  to  garden  and  play  golf,  Coach  Stan 
Watts  of  the  Brigham  Young  University  Cougars  manages 
to  keep  his  roundball  advocates  close  to  the  hardwoods. 

IN  A ROUNDUP  of  22  years  of  coaching — 13  of  them  at 
UYU — Watts  witnessed  his  first  losing  season  in  major  col- 
lege basketball  this  year  by  dropping  17  of  25  contests.  Clos- 
ing the  season  with  a 75-69  win  over  New  Mexico,  the  mentor- 
vowed  the  Cats  would  again  be  eyeing  the  intermountain 
winner’s  circle  next  year. 

Coach  Watts  is  in  his  late  40’s.  Smaller  than  most  of  his 
basketball  forwards,  he  displays  his  leadership  with  a ready 
grin  and  friendly  handshake.  He  laughs  easily  and  with  gen- 
uineness. It’s  hard  to  be  around  him  without  trying  to  please 
him.  He  loves  his  job,  the  people  he  works  with  and  his  play- 
ers. 

QUIZZED  ON  the  important  elements  of  his  basketball 
Success,  he  mentioned  the  standard  accessories — art  work, 
facilities,  good  background  material,  and  good  coach-player 
relations.  He  feels  the  LDS  standards  play  an  important  part 
in  the  success  of  his  players. 

Proud  of  the  accomplishments  of  his  pledges,  he  wears 
a chained  basketball  tie  clasp  with  a “Y”  inset  of  blue  stone 
the  studentbody  gave  him  after  winning  the  conference  title 
in  1950.  He'  shows  a strong  faith  in  his  church  and  in  the 
future  of  BYU. 

ASKED  IF  HE  felt  personal  enthusiasm  was  a factor  in 
his  success,  he  said,  “Well,  a guy  has  to  have  enthusiasm  or 
he  wouldn’t  be  in  the  business.”  Asked  about  frustrations, 
he  admitted,  “I  don’t  have  any.” 

Of  a family. of  10  children,  Coach  Watts  is  the  only  one 
to  have  found  his  way  into  education.  Four  brothers  are  in 
the  mining  and  smeltering  industry.  A sister,  LaVerne  W. 
Pramley,  is  president  of  the  General . Board  of  the  Primary 
Association.. 

ONE  BROTHER  is  a postal  employee,  and  another,  the 
youngest  is  a brigadier  general  in  the  Utah  National  Guard. 
Two  sisters  are  housewives. 

Watts  has  four  children.  The  oldest,  a daughter,  grad- 
uates from  high  .school  this  spring,  while  the  youngest,  a 
boy,  is  just  starting  school.  The  daughter  came  into  his  of- 
fice recently,  as  he  was  finishing  an  interview  with  a re- 
porter, and  sat  quietly  on  a couch.  “Well,”  he  querried,  turn- 
ing to  her,  “what  do  you  want — some  money  or  the  car?” 
She  settled  for  both.
